less negotiations in an effort to es- 
tablish peace in the Near East and 
restore Turkey to "the comity of 
nations" nothing has been accom- 
plished. 
However, no one appar- 
ently wants war and efforts will now 
be directed to obtaining the signa- 
tures of what one diplomat called a 
"patched up peace." 


ISMET PASHA REFUSES 


TO MEET REQUEST 


Paris, Feb. 7.—(By The A. P.)— 
Even tenacious optimists 
admitted 


today that the prospects of signing 
the Lausanne 
treaty between the 
powers'-'^r-d the Turks appeared to 
have rece^V- Into the distant future. 
Ismet Pasha, it seems, had anoth- 


er change of mind, abandoning the 
conciliatory attitude which so im- 
pressed M. Bompard. This further 
manifestation 
of 
Turkey's 
facile 
changes of front have had an exas- 
perating effect on Lord Curzon, the 
"British foreign secretary, and even 
on friends of Turkey in France. 
Therefore the British government 


V declared that Ismet must put into 
"' •writing the text of the clauses on 


which he and the allies were in agree- 
ment together with a detailed plan 
concerning those to be reserved for 
annexed 
conventions. The latter, 


however, put nothing in writing. 
Ismet aeclared verbally that Tur- 


key was still ready to'sign 80 per- 
cent of the treaty clauses but asked 
postponement of the final enactment 
of the" others, including those cover- 
ing the economic and financial ques- 
tions. Ismet expressed the desire to 
consult with Angora. He said that 
the Mudania armistice would con- 
tinue.

peace and amity, eleven conventions 
and three protocols were signed to- 
day at the final plenary session of 
"the Central Amiericaji conference. 
Secretary of State Hughes presided 
and in snmming up the results of 
the conference which assembled De- 


imber 4 at the invitation of Presi- 
dent Harding, congratulated 
the 


plenipotentiaries of Guatamela, Sal- 
vador, Honduras, 
Nicarugua and 
Costa Rica on the success of the ne- 
gotiations and reiterated the friend- 
ship of the United States for those 
nations. 
The heads of the five delegations 
expressed confidence that the agree- 
ment reached would bring the de- 
sired results and voiced gratitude 
to the American government for its 
efforts and hospitality. 
After the formal signing of the 
treaty, conventions and protocols.

AFTER COLLISION 


Schooner and Pacific 


Liner Come Together 
Off Frisco Harbor— 
Assistance Rushed to 
Ships. 


San Francisco, Feb. 7—Four hours 


after the passenger liner Wilhemina 
collided with the wooden motor ship 
Sierra at sea about 20 miles from 
San Francisco at 4:15 o'clock this 
morning, the crew of the Sierra had 
taken to life boats while the Wil- 
helmins'-was in no danger and was 
undamaged except for a dented bow. 


San Francisco, Feb. 7.—Collision 


between the passenger liner Wil- 
helmina and the steam schooner 
Sierra, seven miles off San Francisco 
lightship about 25 miles from this 
city was described in wireless mes- 
sages received at the Federal Tele- 
graph company's Beach station at 
4:30 o'clock this morning. Both ships 
backed away leaking. 


A tug was started from San Fran- 
cisco within 20 minutes after the 
vessels called for help. 
The Sierra shortly after the col- 
lisslon began sending S O S mes- 
sages. The Wilhelmina replied "I 
am leaking but will stand by." 
Other than that she was "leak- 
ing," the Wilhelmina gave no infor- 
mation about herself, -but shipping 
men here took that to mean that 
she was in no immediate danger and 
probably would rescue the crew of 
the Sierra. 


The point where the collision oc- 
curred is near the Faralon Islands. 
iJhe Wilhelmina, owned by the 
Matson Navigation company, was in 
bound from Honolulu. The number 
of passengers she carried had not 
been learned at day break, but she 
often has taken from 20 to 300. The 
Sierra is believed to have a crew of 
from 25 to 30. 


At 4:57 the Sierra spoke "listing 


45 degrees and sinking fast." 
The 
Wilhelmina 
asked 
whether 
the 
Sierra could make it to the light- 
ship. The schooner replied that she 
could not proceed because her en- 
gine room was flooded. At 5:15 she 
added "heeling fast." 
The Wjlhel- 
mina continued to stand by. 
The Wilhelmina has a net tonnage 


of 6.725. The Sierra is a wooden 
lumber schooner with a net tonnace 
of 1.034. owned by the E. K. Wood 
lumber-company.

SESIN HOUSE 


Defeat Attributed to Fact 


That All Secret Soci- 
eties Would Have Been 
Affected by Proposed 
Law. 


Columbus, O., Feb. 7.—(By The 


A. P.)—The Ohio house of represent- 
atives has spoken decisively against 
attempt by the state to regulate the 
activities of secret societies especi- 
ally the Ku Klux Klan. 
By a vote of more than three to 
one the "house yesterday defeated 
the bill by Representative Harding, 
Warren county to require all secret 
organizations excepting those of 
purely- social -i&araeter to~file lists 
of their officers with the secretary 
of state and to keep rosters of the 
membership open for inspection by 
public officials. 
Defeat "of the measure 26 for to 81 
against, was attributed by its pro- 
ponents chiefly to the fact that 
secret societies such as the Masons, 
Elks and Odd Fellows, would be 
subject to its provisions also. 
It 
was explained that there was no de- 
sire to make these fraternal organ- 
izations subject to state supervision 
but that they had to be included in 
the measure to make it of uniform 
operation in compliance with 
the 


state constitution. 
There wa no attempt to conceal 
the fact that the bill was directed 
chiefly at the Ku Klux Klan. In 
fact Mr. Harding as well as others 
supporting it, declared it was de- 
signed specifically to 
curb 
klan 
activities by forcing the organiza- 
tion to reveal the members and 
membership. 
Mr. Harding in his 
advocay of 
the Ku Klux Klan is un-American 
and un-Christian and that the time 
to curb is when it still in its in- 
fancy and not after it has grown 
to manhood." 
Opponents besides urging defeat 


on the ground that it would sub- 
ject fraternal organizations to its 
provisions, also argued there now 
is enough law to deal 
with 
the 
klan should the "organization resort 
to unlawful tactics.

It haa bene the writer's Joy for 


the past ten years to be in close 
touch with Mrs. Hervey as it was at 
the beginning of my married life for 
ten years to be in close touch with 
her. 
Mr. and Mrs. D wight B. Her- 


vey came to Granville, Ohio, in Sep- 
tember 1875 and the first home they 
entered as a guest was my father 
and mother's, Mr. and Mrs. M. M. 
Munson, when Mr. 
Hervey 
joined 


my husband and me in holy wed- 
lock. There was an interim of thirty 
years when again I found my dear 
unchanging fnend. 
I think that I 


had grown in those years for my 
friend and I were now. closer com- 
panions. I 
could 
understand 
as 


never before the depth of her soul 
knowledge and her 
subtil 
under- 


standing of world problems. We 
spent many hours together and I 
never left her side without having 
a keener desire to use to the utmost 
the talents lent me. To 'me her 
spiritual insight was that of one who 
saw visions 
And her visions were 


so sane that they appealed to both 
the young asperant seeking a career 
and the steady worker in 
prosaic 


surroundings. 


Mrs. Hervey's fourscore years and 
more brought with them a strength 
of purpose that far out balanced the 
physical—in fact there were no years 
m her calendar. 
She was so full of 


living that every detail of life claim- 
ed her enthusiasm.

last week she cooked, and sewed and 
painted and 'wrote and 
read with 


equal facility radiating a spirit of 
comradery that compelled us to try 
to follow her example.
